DEMOC KATIC CAUCUS. 


Will Not Instruct the House Conferrees 
at AIL 


W a s h in g t o n , 
Aug. 
S.—When the 
doors had been closed and the usual 
precautions against leaks had been 
taken 1C6 out of 210 democrats were 
on hand ready for business in the 
caucus yesterday. 
House caucuses 
are tow n meetings, aud it was but a 
few m inutes before it was generally 
known th a t the President was practi­ 
cally sustained, and th a t the house 
conferrees had committed themselves 
to the policy of holding out against 
th e senate if it took a month. 
The caucus was called to order by 
Chairman Holman. 
The roll-call dis­ 
closed the presence of 166 members. 
Mr. Bynum offered these resolutions: 
“ I. 
T hat it is the sense of this cau­ 
cus th a t the democratic conferrees of 
the house and senate should meet in a 
spirit of liberality to the end th a t the 
tw o houses by m utual concessions 
may agree upon a measure which will 
m eet w ith the approval of each. 
“2. T hat this caucus stands ad­ 
journed until 3 o'clock p. rn. Friday, 
the 10th in s t, a t which time, in case 
no agreem ent has been reached, it 
shall reconvene to take such further 
action in the premises as it may deem 
necessary and appropriate, and the 
chairm an of the house caucus is hereby 
authorized and directed to invite the 
dem ocratic senators to meet w ith the 
dem ocrats of the house a t th at time in 
joint caucus. ” 
In his explanatory statem ent, which 
was a brief one, Mr. Bynum said th a t 
although there had been a clamor 
from a part of the press for the house 
bill, he believed th a t the overwhelm­ 
ing sentim ent of the country was for 
the best possible bill th a t could be 
agreed upon 
For himself, he pre­ 
ferred the senate bill to no bill, and 
as he interpreted the wish of the 
party it was for a tariff bill and 
prom pt action. 
He had no sympathy 
w ith the stand taken by some mem­ 
bers th at it would be better to retain 
the McKinley bill than to substitute 
the senate bill for it. 
W hen Chairman Wilson of the ways 
and means committee rose he was 
greeted with enthusiastic applause. 
He said the house bill seemed to be 
acceptable to the country, while the 
senate bill was not. 
He appreciated 
the necessity for the party in power 
to pass a tariff bill, but the necessity 
was equally imperative th a t the bill 
agreed upon should be essentially 
measure of tariff reform, one th a t 
would be in fulfillm ent 
of 
party 
pledges, not one th at • would put the 
party on the defensive. 
Such a result 
would not be brought about by any 
action th a t would notify the senate 
th a t if it would hold out to a given 
date the house would instruct its con­ 
ferrees to recede. 
If the house dem­ 
ocrats could propose any plan likely 
to sustain the house bill its conferrees 
would welcome it. 
Mr. Livingston of Georgia proposed 
a substitute for the Bynum resolution 
expressing the can fide nee of the house 
in its conferrees and leaving the m at­ 
ter entirely in their hands.

THAN WAS THIS JULY 


JA N ESV ILLE W AS ON TH E GRID­ 
IRON FOUR W EEK S. 


Only Six Times for Forty-One Years 
Have the Bower City People Seen 
a July of 
Gieater 
Caloric In­ 
tensity than i894^Brought Forth— 
The Figures. 


Janesville people will be interested 
in knowing about the bot w eather 
through 
which 
they 
have 
been 
dragged of late. W ith the help of the 
wise man a t the local flag station, we 
present these figures of 
fascinating 
interest: 
For June, 1894, the mean tem pera 
ture was 71 degrees; average maxi­ 
mum 81; highest 91; num ber oZ days 
w ith 90 degrees or more, 2; precipita­ 
tion (rainfall), 3.94 inches. 
During forty-one years, 1853-1893, 
three have had a mean tem perature 
for June greater than 71 degrees and 
six have had a maximum tem perature 
greater than OI degrees. 
For July 1894 the mean tem pera­ 
ture was 78; average maximum 81, 
greatest maximum 
102; number of 
day8 90 above or more IO; precipitation 
1.75. Six days in succession (July 19-25) 
had a maximum tem perature over OO 
degrees, from 91 degrees to 102. 
For the same period of 41 years, 6ix 
have had a mean tem perature for July 
greater than 75 degrees and three 
have had a maximum tem perature 
greater than 95; while four have had 
a precipitation less than 1.75, 
Daring the forty-one years the most 
rem arkable month for heat and dry­ 
ness was July, 1880. 
The maximum 
tem perature was IOO degrees. 
A nor­ 
mal maximum for July is 91 degrees, 
and the variation as between different 
years is from 81 degrees to IOO de­ 
grees. 
The mean 
tem perature in 
July, 
1880, 
however, 
was 
74 
degrees, slightly less than for July, 
1894. 
Seven days were 90 degrees or 
more in their maximum tem perature 
in July, 1880. 
The precipitation was 
0.79 inches. 
The only months having 
less, during the forty-one years, were 
December, 1890, 0.02 inches; Septem­ 
ber, 1891, 0 38 inches; October, 1892, 
0.30 inches, and October, 1888, during 
which there 
was merely a trace of 
raiu. 
For the seven years preceding the 
current year 1887 had ten days io 
July w ith a maximum tem perature of 
90 degrees or over. 
The next highest 
was 1890, with only three d?ys. 
The average rainfall of July from 
the records of forty-tw o years is 4.01 
inches.
